REPORT  OF   THE  TRUSTEES  AND  LIBRARIAN 
OF  THE  GRIFFIN  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
AND  MUSEUM. 


The  report  of  the  state  library  commissioners  shows  that  one  hun- 
dred and  thirteen  towns  in  the  state  have  complied  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  state  library  law,  and  now  have  public  libraries, 
besides  many  other  towns  which  have  libraries  through  the  benev- 
olence of  their  former  citizens.  Those  sons  of  New  Hampshire  who 
wished  to  help  their  native  towns  were  probably  convinced  that  they 
could  do  more  good  with  their  money  in  that  direction  than  in  any 
other. 

These  libraries  prove  to  be  a  three-fold  benefit  to  the  towns 
morally,  intellectually,  and  financially,  if  proper  books  are  furnished. 
Time  used  in  reading  good  books  not  only  aids  the  mind  to  acquire 
knowledge,  but  prevents  such  time  being  wasted  or  put  to  a  bad  use. 
Whatever  attracts  strangers  here  to  spend  the  summer  months  with 
us  is  a  financial  benefit.  Our  library  and  museum  have  in  the  past 
proved  to  be  highly  appreciated  by  them,  and  with  such  additions 
and  improvements  as  may  hereafter  be  made  we  have  no  doubt  will 
increase  its  attractiveness.  The  library  being  closed  while  the  addi- 
tion for  museum  and  other  purposes  was  being  built,  prevented  as 
large  a  number  of  books  being  taken  from  the  library  as  last  year, 
otherwise  it  has  been  well  patronized. 

The  trustees  intend  to  make  an  addition  of  quite  a  number  of 
volumes  in  the  near  future. 

It  became  necessary  to  expend  more  on  the  building  than  the 
appropriation,  as  it  could  not  well  remain  in  the  condition  it  was 
when  that  was  expended.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the  town  to 
make  a  still  further  appropriation  in  order  to  comply  with  the  con- 
ditions of  Mr.  Griffin's  gift  to  the  town. 
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When  we  hear  the  praise  bestowed  by  citizens  of  other  places, 
even  some  from  large  cities,  upon  the  Griffin  museum,  we  feel  that 
Auburn  has  something  that  perhaps  no  other  town  in  the  state  can 
boast  of,  and  that  her  citizens  may  well  be  proud  of.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 

This  is  my  third  report  as  librarian  of  the  Griffin  Free  Public 
Library,  and  in  making  ihis  report  I  will  say,  that  books  have  been 
taken  from  the  library  room  quite  freely  by  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

The  library  was  closed  nearly  two  months  during  the  year,  while 
repairs  and  additions  have  been  made  to  the  building,  and  painting 
done  to  the  outside.  About  one  thousand  volumes  have  been  regis- 
tered and  taken  from  the  room,  and  have  been  returned.  Quite  a 
large  number  of  books  have  been  taken  by  summer  boarders  and 
visitors.  This  indicates  that  the  chance  to  get  reading  matter  is 
appreciated  by  them  while  here  with  us. 
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The  books  mostly  called  for  are  fiction,  although  history  and  biog- 
raphy are  quite  freely  taken.  Poetical  works  do  not  receive  much 
attention. 

Donations  of  books  to  the  library  by  individuals  have  been  made 
during  the  year  by  Mr.  John  F.  Patten,  Mr.  Page  S.  Griffin,  Mrs. 
George  P.  Clark  and  Miss  Kate  T.  Clarke,  and  a'  few  by  others 
have  been  made.    For  all  these  donations  thanks  are  extended. 

As  we  have  intimated  before  in  our  annual  report,  greater  care 
should  be  observed  by  those  who  take  books  from  the  library,  that 
they  are  not  soiled,  or  torn,  or  by  hard  usage  that  the  leaves  are  not 
started  from  the  binding.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Auburn  : 
We  make  the  following  report  of  the  school  work  for  the  past  year: 
Number  of  children  between  five  and  fifteen  years  of  age,  enumer- 
ated April  1,  1894,  106;  boys,  48,  and  girls,  58. 

Number  not  attending  school  in  this  district,  11  ;  boys,  5,  and 
girls,  6. 

Number  not  attending  school  in  the  district  two  weeks  during  the 
year,  11;  boys,  5,  and  girls,  6. 

Number  over  five  years  of  age  attending  school  in  the  district  over 
two  weeks  during  the  year,  120;  boys,  56,  and  girls,  64. 

Number  under  five  years  of  age,  attending  school,  2;  1  boy  and  1 
girl. 

We  do  not  know  of  any  in  town  between  fourteen  and  twenty-one 
years  of  age  who  cannot  read  and  write. 

We  believe  all  the  teachers  employed  have  intended  to  do  well, 
according  to  their  ideas  of  what  was  required  in  school  work. 

Each  of  the  teachers  seemed  to  excel  in  some  respects,  while  in 
regard  to  other  things  there  was  room  for  improvement. 

We  have  intended  to  select  teachers  because  of  their  apparent  fit- 
ness for  the  work  and  when  we  were  satisfied  that  we  had  made  a  mis- 
take we  endeavored  to  correct  it. 

We  have  been  very  sorry  to  lose  some  good  teachers,  whose  plans 
were  such  that  they  could  not  continue  here. 

To  secure  the  best  results  the  parents  and  friends  of  the  scholars 
must  help  and  encourage  the  teacher  in  her  work. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  meeting  members  of  the  retiring  school 
board  informed  us  that  the  school  books  needed  to  be  newly  labelled. 

We  examined  the  books  and  decided  to  attend  to  the  work  before 
the  schools  commenced  in  the  spring.  It  made  considerable  work  and 
extra  expense,  but  it  will  not  need  to  be  done  again  for  several  years. 

The  No.  7  school  house  has  been  shingled  with  cedar  shingles,  the 
blackboards  in  all  the  school-houses  have  been  painted,  and  the  usual 
slight  repairs  have  been  made. 

Some  of  the  school  houses  need  to  be  painted,  and  some  of  the  foun- 
dations need  to  be  pointed,  so  as  to  save  fuel  and  add  to  the  comfort 
of  the  children.

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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Auburn  : 

We  present  for  your  consideration  the  following  report  of 
the  school  work  for  the  past  year  : 

In  compliance  with  the  new  law  requiring  the  school  board 
to  attend  to  the  enumeration  of  the  children  between  the  ages 
of  five  and  sixteen  years  in  the  district,  Nathaniel  D.  Tilton 
was  appointed  to  do  the  work.  He  returned  1 27  cards,  bearing 
the  names  of  64  bovs  and  63  girls,  with  answers  to  the  pre- 
scribed questions.  Heretofore  the  selectmen  have  been  required 
to  return  the  number  of  children,  leaving  the  school  board  to 
do  the  rest  of  the  work.  Now  the  cards  tell  who  the  children 
are,  and  the  registers  whether  they  are  in  school. 

The  number  of  those  enumerated  who  have  not  attended 
school  in  the  district,  is  nine — seven  boys  and  two  girls.  Some 
of  these  have  attended  school  elsewhere,  and  some  being  less 
than  eight  years  of  age  were  not  required  to  be  in  school. 

The  number  of  scholars  registered  was  128 — 62  boys  and 
66  girls. 

The  number  of  scholars  not  less  than  five  years  of  age  who 
have  attended  school  not  less  than  two  weeks  was  125 — 62 
boys  and  63  girls. 

The  number  under  five  years  of  age  was  three,  and  over 
sixteen  was  four. 

The  aggregate  attendance  of  scholars  in  all  the  schools  in 
the  district  was  8,588  davs.  If  all  the  scholars  had  been  per- 
fect in  attendance  it  would  have  been  over  10,000  days.  The 
loss  of  one-seventh  of  the  school  money  in  this  way  is  to  be 
regretted,  even  though  a  considerable  part  of  it  was  caused  by 
sickness. 

A  good  number  have  earned  a  place  upon  the  roll  of  honor, 
and  others  were  almost  perfect  in  attendance.  We  are  espec- 
ially pleased  that  so  many  living  a  mile  or  more  from  school 
have  done  so  well  in  this  respect,  and  trust  they  have  received 
a  recompense  for  the  effort  which  they  have  made. 

We  believe  that  all  the  teachers  have  endeavored  to  do  good 
work  according  to  their  ideas  of  what  ought  to  be  done,  but 
some  seemed  to  possess  greater  fitness,  either  natural  or  ac- 
quiredj  than  others,  and  therefore  worked  more  wisely  ;  while 
some  may  have  had  more  to  encourage  them  to  do  their  best. 
One  has  said  that  "  A  good  school  is  where  teacher  and  scholars 
work  together,  and  work  with  a  will."  When  the  parents, 
teacher  and  scholars  do  their  best,  we  may  always  expect  good 
results. 


If  the  district  would  appropriate  sufficient  money  for  the 
support  of  schools  so  that  the  literary  fund  could  be  kept  until 
another  year  it  would  be  a  great  convenience  to  the  school 
board,  and  as  the  town  would  have  the  use  of  the  literary  fund 
it  would  not  lose  by  so  doing.  Then  it  would  be  known  in 
the  spring  how  much  money  there  would  be,  and  the  work 
planned  accordingly.  If  there  had  been  such  an  arrangement 
here  it  would  have  prevented  a  deficiency  of  626.33,  caused 
by  the  literary  fund  falling  from  $143.51  in  1S94  to  $99.12  in 
1895.  We  expected  it  to  be  less  than  it  had  been,  and  laid 
plans  accordingly,  but  were  not  prepared  for  so  great  a  reduc- 
tion. We  could"  not  learn  how  much  it  would  be  until  No- 
vember, when  it  was  too  late  to  remedy  the  mistake. 

The  usual  slight  repairs  have  been  made.  Xo,  6  school 
house  has  been  painted  inside,  and  Xo.  1  has  been  painted 
outside  and  inside,  and  otherwise  repaired.  Circumstances 
conspired  to  prevent  the  completion  of  the  work,  but  enough 
of  the  repair  money  remains  to  pay  for  seats  and  desks,  which 
can  easily  be  procured  and  put  in  place  in  the  spring  before 
the  schools  commence.  A  teacher's  desk,  a  new  stove  and 
stove-pipe  will  be  needed,  for  which  there  is  not  sufficient 
money. 

Several  of  the  school  houses  would  be  benefited  by  paint, 
and  perhaps  some  other  repairs.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  AND  LIBRARIAN  OF 
THE  GRIFFIN  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  AND  MUSEUM. 

There  have  been  21  volumes  added  to  the  Library  since  our 
last  report,  Which  we  hope  will  be  found  interesting  and  in- 
structive. The  Trustees  find  it  very  easy  to  purchase  books 
of  fiction  which  in  many  cases  are  worthless  or  worse  than 
worthless  ;  but  to  purchase  such  books  as  will  be  both  inter- 
esting and  instructive  is  not  a  very  easv  thing  to  accomplish. 
The  habit  of  reading  merely  to  amuse  is  not  wholly  confined 
to  the  young.  The  tendency  of  such  reading  is  either  for  the 
memory  to  retain  such  stories  as  are  not  worth  remembering, 
or  to  acquire  that  careless  habit  of  forgetting  what  ought  to  be 
remembered. 

Perhaps  our  Library  contains  as  large  a  proportion  of  books 
of  history,  scientific  works  and  biography  as  libraries  will  av- 
erage, but  such  books  are  not  called  for  as  much  as  we  wish 
they  might  be, 

The  building  has  been  finished  and  underpinned,  the  kitch- 
en mostly  furnished,  a  show  case  has  been  purchased  to  put 
valuable  relics  and  curiosities  in,  and  placed  in  the  museum 
room.  Also  much  other  material  has  been  moved  to  the  same 
room.  The  remainder  can  now  be  easily  removed,  so  that  the 
old  museum  room  can  be  used  for  the  Library  as  designed. 

Mr.  Wm.  C  Harris  was  employed  for  a  short  time  to  ar- 
range and  classify  the  minerals  before  removing  to  the  new 
room. 

Some  valuable  donations  have  been  made  to  the  museum  by 
Mr.  Charles  P.  Wilcomb  of  San  Francisco,  California. 

Some  grading  will  need  be  done  about  the  building  in  the 
spring;  then  we  hope  it  will  be  both  a  pleasure  and  profit  for 
the  citizens  of  this  and  adjoining  towns  to  visit  the  museum, 
which  is  to  be  forever  free  to  citizens  of  this  town,  and  only 
a  small  sum  is  charged  to  admit  others.  We  also  hope  that 
not  only  the  citizens  of  this  town,  but  all  those  whose  birth- 
place was  in  Auburn  who  have  taken  a  residence  in  other 
places  and  accumulated  wealth  will  find  it  a  pleasure  to  make 
donations  both  to  the  library  and  museum.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  citizens  of  Auburn  we  respectfully  present  the  follow- 
ing report : 

The  number  of  children  between  five  and  sixteen  years  of 
age,  enumerated,  108  ;  girls,  57,  boys  51. 

They  have  been  instructed  in  six  schools,  by  the  same 
number  of  teachers,  all  of  whom  had  had  some  experience  in 
the  work  ;  three  having  taught  several  years. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  School  Board  to  emplov  teach- 
ers who  were  best  qualified  for  the  positions  they  were  ex- 
pected to  fill.  On  the  whole,  we  have  been  successful.  All 
have  tried  to  do  good  work  and  have  labored  hard  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  their  pupils. 

This  year's  record  of  our  schools  compares  f  ivorably  with 
that  of  the  past;  one  school  in  particular  has  a  better  stand- 
ing than  it  has  had  for  some  time.  Good  practical  teaching 
is  what  we  most  desire  ;  a  few  pages  well  learned  is  better 
than  passing  over  many  pages  with  but  a  superficial  know- 
ledge of  what  they  contain.  It  is  quality  not  quantity  that  is 
required. 

At  the  commencement:  of  the  spring  term  an  effort  was 
made  to  improve  the  attendance.  The  result  was  very  grati- 
fying, hardly  a  pupil  being  absent  without  reasonable  excuse. 
The  highest  percentage  for  the  summer  term  was  in  Bunker 
Hill  School.      The  best  attendance  for  the  year  was  in  No.  7. 

There  are  some  parents,  however,  that  do  not  seem  to  real- 
ize how  important  it  is  that  their  children  should  hot  lose  a 
single  day  from  school.  Every  time  a  pupil  is  absent  from 
school  he  loses  something,  and  it  is  unfair  to  hold  a  teacher 
responsible  for  the  progress  of  a  pupil  who  is  not  regular  in 
attendance. 

We  had  the  advantage  of  the  previous  year  by  the  appro- 
priation of  a  larger  sum  of  money  for  the  support  of  schools. 
How  to  spend  it  judiciously  was  the  important  question  that 
confronted  us.  A  careful  canvas  of  Nos.  1,  2  and  5  proved 
that  it  would  not  be  justifiable  to  maintain  three  schools,  there 
being  only  16  pupils  over  five,  and  13  over  eight  years  of  age, 
that  would  attend  said  schools:    nine  of  these  lived  in  the 
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Bunker  Hill  section.  Therefore,  transportation  was  pro- 
vided for  all  pupils  belonging  to  No.  i  to  attend  at  Bunker 
Hill.  Satisfactory  arrangements  were  made  for  private 
tuition  at  No.  2. 

The  statistical  table  will  show  there  was  a  summer  term 
of  ten  weeks  in  each  school  mentioned,  except  No.  4,  which 
was  only  nine  weeks,  on  account  of  sickness  of  the  teacher. 
The  table  will  also  show  that  a  fall  term  of  twelve  weeks  was 
taught  in  five  schools,  the  village  school  being  only  eleven 
weeks.  No.  4  school  had  been  so  reduced  in  number  that 
it  was  not  thought  practicable  to  continue  the  fall  term  there, 
and  suitable  arrangements  were  made  for  the  conveyance  of 
pupils  from  that  section  to  No.  2,  where  they  were  instructed 
together,  with  the  pupils  of  No.  1.  The  school  then  num- 
bered only  13  scholars,  yet  it  proved  a  very  profitable  term. 

A  winter  term  was  taught  in  Nos.  1,3,7  and  S,  as  most  of 
the  pupils  who  would  attend  could  be  accommodated  at  these 
schools.  The  attendance  unavoidable  became  so  small  in  No. 
8  that  it  was  thought  best  to  close  the  school  at  the  end  of  five 
weeks  ;  but  the  term  was  continued  'three  weeks  longer  by 
private  tuition.  We  commend  the  interest  taketi  in  this 
school. 

The  repairs  on  the  school  houses  have  been  the  same  as 
usual  this  year,  although  there  needed  to  be  done  more  than 
there  was  money  to  do  with.  The  Village  school  house  has 
been  plastered  over  head  and  painted  inside.  The  seats  and 
desks  have  been  placed  in  No.  1.  There  will  need  to  be 
money  enough  raised  to  buy  a  stove  and  pipe,  teacher's  desk 
and  chairs.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  GRIFFIN 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY  AND  MUSEUM. 


Since  our  report  of  1896,  65  volumes  have  been  added  to 
to  the  Library  in  continuation  of  615  where  the  number  left 
off  in  the  catalogue  ;  8  of  which  belonged  with  the  S.  S. 
Griffin  books,  51  were  purchased  with  the  library  appropria- 
tion and  six  have  been  given,  the  donors  being  C.  N.  Plumer, 
Prof.  F.  L.  Pattee  and  Miss  Celia  Eaton. 

We  have  on  file  the  following  magazines  for  the  year 
1896:  Munsey's.  Cosmopolitan,  Granite  Monthly  and  The 
Progress  ot  the  World,  subscription  for  the  last  two  named 
being  continued  and  McClure's  for  the  present  year. 

So  few  called  for  books  on  Tuesdays  it  was  deemed  ad- 
visable to  open  the  Library  only  on  Saturdays  during  the  cold 
weather.  The  average  number  of  books  including  magazines 
issued  each  week  for  the  year  is  30.  It  is  the  desire  of  the 
librarian  and  trustees  that  the  entire  town  shall  be  benefited 
by  the  excellent  reading  which  the  library  contains. 

The  grounds  about  the  building  have  been  graded  and 
the  work  of  classifying  and  labeling  articles  in  the  rooms  has 
been  completed  by  Prof.  W.  S.  Harris.  Most  of  the  furnish- 
ings cf  the  old  fashioned  kitchen  were  collected  and  donated 
by  S.  S.  Griffin  ;  the  chairs  were  <jiven  by  F.  B  Coult.  The 
array  of  cooking  utensils  around  the  fireplace,  also  the  old 
loom  and  other  articles  used  in  manufacture  are  of  local  his- 
toric value  and  afford  visitors  a  good  idea  of  the  primitive 
ways  of  our  early  settlers. 

Another  show  case  has  been  purchased  for  the  museum, 
which  is  completely  filled. 
27 
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C.  P.  Wilcomb  of  California  has  augmented  his  dona- 
tions by  sending  another  valuable  collection  of  minerals  and 
curios  from  many  lands.  The  substantial  way  in  which  this 
gentleman  expresses  his  interest  in  the  Griffin  Museum  is 
very  gratifying. 

A  nice  collection  of  minerals  and  antique  articles  has 
been  loaned  by  Waldo  and  Horace  Colman.    The  trustees 
appreciate  this  favor  and  will  be  pleased  to  receive  either  by 
gift  or  loan,  whatever  of  interest  any  one  will  contribute.
